Washington, Yesterday,”

NEW GUINEA GOLD. 
EXPERTS ANTICIPATE GREAT 
. WEALTH, tt 

on ? Canberra, Oct. 30. 
After’ a series of exciting ex- 
periences during his work of con- 
trolling the New Guinea goldfields 
at the ‘request of the Federal 
Ministry,. Mr. J. D. McLean, ‘the 
official warden, visited Canberra in 
the week-end to confer with ' the 
Minister for Home and Territories 
(Mr. Marr), Mr. McLean, ‘who is 
returning to New. Guinean almost 
immediately, expressed the belléf 
that there was tremendous mineral 


wealth to be obtained on the fields |: 


but emphasised the difficulties and 
dangers of winning it. His duties 
entailed visits alone (except for 
native carriers) to regions never 
previously visited by white men and 
he described much of the country 
as almost impenetrable. 

Leaving Queensland shortly be- 
fore the end of 1926 Mr. McLean 
arrived on the Bulolo field. on 
Christmas. Day. The conditions of. 
miners working on alluvial gold at 
Edié Creek, he said yesterday, hdd 
been vastly improved, although’ 
there was’ still the difficulty of 
approaching the'field from the sea, 
Gold valued at £300,000 had been 
won by. alluvial miners who, how: 
ever, had hardly touched ‘their 


elaims yet, and it was his opinion |: 


that there was still a great deal 
to be obtained. No ‘underground 
work had yet been attempted but 
a line of reef running across the. 
Merri Creek (which is a tributary 
of the ‘Edie Creek) had been dis- 
covered .30 feet in width: and -had 
been traced by the. outcrop for five’ 
miles, . The formation carried very 
rich gossans and prospectors had 
expressed the belief—although he 
did not identify himself with the 
opinjon—that there was £12,000,000 
worth of gold to be obtained. 
“Some of them,” Mr. McLean sald, 
“firmly believe that: the field will 
be richer than Kalgoorlie.” 

The whole of that country had 
been pegged, Mr. McLean said, but 
the only work begun had been on 
the Day Dawn lease, where develop- 
ment. work had been started. He 
had made what he-regarded as a 
very conservative estimate of the 
value of the reef and had reached 
the conclusion that it would pay 
20 oz, to the ton at a value of £2/4/ 
an ounce, The stone was easily 
worked. If the reef entered the 
sulphides carrying gold it- should 
prove a remarkably good’ proposi- 
tion. It was, however, in difficult 
country, covered with dense timber, 
mosses, fallen: trees, and other de- 
bris and very little prospecting had 
been done more than two miles and 
a half from Edie Creek, which in 
hia opinion was the direction in 
which the reef was making. In the 
Edie, Creek specimens had been 
found giving 70 per cent. of ‘gold, 
They. were geologically of an 
earlier age than the newly-discover- 


ed reef but they were worth 
prospecting for, although there was 
the fear that they had been denud- 
ed. In his opinion the discovery 
was of the utmost importance, 


- Prospectors’ Difficulties. .. 


Discussing the difficulties of '| 
prospectors Mr, McLean sald that 
the entire absence of machinery 
made anything but the moat primi- 
tive methods impossible. Six aero- 
planes were at present in use carry- 
ing passengers, stores and gold be- 
tween the field and the sea, but they 
were unsuitable except’ for, com- 
paratively light leading. The long, 
wearisome journey from the coast 
to the fields was extremely exhaust- 
ing and until improved methods of 
communication were available ‘the 
difficulties would continue to be 
very great. One company was 
‘obtaining from England an aero- 
plane capable’ of. lifting. one ton. 
dead weight and Lieutenant Parer 
was in Auatralla seeking a machine 
1,000 ‘Ibs. It would pro- 
bably be possible when those large 
Machines were obtained for them

The accused was arrested very 
shortly after the attack, as the re- | 
sult of a hue and cry raised by a 
few men who happened. to: be at 
the spot at that late hour and saw 
the uneven scuffle. The accused 
was stopped as he was running into . 
Queen’s Road from the direction of 
the "Praya. ‘ 

The case was adjourned.

SIMPLICITY OF VALVE SETS. 


What.is the difference between 
the crystal and the valve set? That 
(s a point which troubles many re- 
cruits.to the ranks of some Radio- 
ites, and is the cause of some mis- 
giving until they know whether or 
not the first set they have construct- 
ed is going to work. So far as the 
crystal set: is concerned, they know 
what takes place when the broadcast 


. Programme | is brought to their ears, 


They know the simple principle in- 
volved—that ‘one-half of the impulse 
received factuatea the car-phones, 
while the remaining half, which is 
rejected by the crystal, is used to 
regulate the wavelength—but, when 
it comes to understanding a valve 
circuit, they just’cannot. And, con- 
sequently, in their first valve at- 
tempt they construct blindly—fol- 
lowing the instructiona to the let- 
ter, and hoping against ‘hope that 
they make no mistake in the wir- 
ing. 

“Usually, the potential valve-net 
owner is well “read” on the conse- 
quences of wrong wiring—burnt- 
out valves, burnt-out headphones, 
and burnt-out transformers, not to 
mention a few disconcerting, though 
harmless, noises which may be set 
up. Lack of confidence very often 
leads to. lack of success, but, happi- 
ly, such failure is only temporary. 


A checking-over of the connections | 


from the diagram, a tightening | of 
any slack terminal, or a squeezing 
‘home of some ill-fitting valve ultim- 
ately leads to the entire satisfaction 
of the listener. 

But there is, after all, no reason 
why those about to advance from 
.the crystal to.the valve stage should 
not be able to understand just what 
they are doing. The matter is ad- 
mittedly a little mare complex, but 
not unduly so. 


It must first be recognised that’ 


{n the valve circuit the principle 
employed in the crystal set in still 
employed, but there are, In addition, 
two electrical circuits. The differ- 
ence, therefore, between, the two 
common types of receivers is that 
one “consists of two circuits and the 
other: of four.

Mr. J. Gould Story, of Tapah, an 
enthusiastic wireless —_ amateur, 
writes to the “Malay Mait” telling 
of results achieved which are won- 
derful, considering’ the suggestions 
that have been made that ‘wireless 
broadcasting is not at all satisfac- 
tory in the F.M.8.

The wireless station at Mel- 
bourne, Australia, 3LO, inaugurat- 
ed their first short wave programme 
recently avid endeavoured to ‘get the 
programme’'to England to be re- 
layed there, 

The programme’ was received 
from 9.15 p.m. on Tuesday evening 
and was still: in progress at i.

The Melbourne Wireless Station 
is working on a wave length of 82 
metres, and the power used was 18, 
kilowatts. 

Various people gave addresses to 
relative associations in England. 

The speakers included the Preal- 
dent of the Lawn Tennis Assocfa- 
tion, the Chief Police Officer of Vic- 
torla, the Director of the American 
University, President of the retir- 
ed Soldfers' and Sailors’ Assocfa- 
tion, the Chairman, Victoria Athte- 
tic Association, and the Secretary 
for Immigration, Salvation -Army. 

Messages were sent from the Uni- 
versity of Melbourne, the Victoria 
Rallway Commission, the President 
of No. 1 Melbourne Rotary Club, 
ete, All these said that if ‘the ‘pro- 
gramme was satisfactorily received 
in-other countries it would be con- 
tinued. 

The entire’ programme which also 
included excellent musical, items by 
the principal artists in Melbourne 
was, distinctly heard by V.S.-1A.C. 
Penang, by means - -of’ two powers of 
head phones, The programme could 
al#o have been heard, buit only faint- 
ly, on aloud speaker. 

The Melbourne Station further 
requested that people who ‘heard 
them In other countries might re- 
port to them under, what conditions 
and how: the programme was re- 
ceived by - them, and Penang 
V.S.-14.C,, is writting. to them on 
the subject. 


BROADCASTING STATIONS.

i NEW PRODUCT OF THE 
TELEFUNKEN CO. ~ 


In these days when the tendency: 

of the yadio manufacturera Is to- 
wards multi-valve sets of five tubes 
or more, it comes-as a surprise that 
the famous Telefunken Company 
has produced a new three-valve 
unit, This surprise, however, {is 
rapidly dispelled when the set is 
put into operation, for it presents 
features of tone and distant, recep- 
tion that’ one usually accepts as 
being confined to nothing leas than 
five valves, Three-valve circuits 
have always lent themselves to a 
simple layout, and a reasonable ease 
of tuning, but the manufacturers of 
this set have evidently added 
several refinements to their pro- 
fluct, thereby much enhancing ‘its 
simplicity of operation and _ its 
quality of tone. The layout is neat, 
and practically all that {3 visible 
inside the, cabinet are the two in- 
ductances, the valves, and the con- 
(lenser. ‘Tuning is effected by a 
one-dial control, with a, vernier, 
- On tent the nuit acts up to all 
that is claimed for it by the makera, 
and. the’ results, as set out below, 
can only be described: as excellent. 
For the purpose of the test, an en- 
tirely standard set was. used, and’ 
so that there, could be no interme- 
dinte alterations ‘or adjustments 
made, the job was delivered to the 
writer in the sealed package in 
which it arrived from the factory. 
The components used were a 
standard dry battery of three cells, 
two dry-cell B batteries, and the 
"Blue Spot" speaker that is sup- 
plicd as standard with the set. A 
test aerial of about forty feet of 
wire, slung around the picture rail, 
vas used, and the whole of the test 
was made on this, no outside aerial 
was used at all, The unpacking, 
connecting up,-and the tuning was 
carried out by a lad of ten, who had 
had no previous experience in radio, 
other than. that gleaned from the 
instructions forwarded with the 
outfit. 


From -a test ‘point of view the |’ 


night was a good one in which to 
try out the set. Static was bad, 


and the fact that the set was able 


to get in the various stations. re- | 


flects credit on the manufacturers. 
During the evening all the Austra- 
ian and class stations, ‘and some 
of the B class, were brought in with 
good volume on the speaker, and no 
difficulty was at any time experienc: 
ed in the tuning. Unfortunately, 
owing to our close proximity to the 
local station (One-mile), we were 
unable to get in any of the southern 
stations until after Brisbane closed 
down, and for this reason we were 
unable to try for the New Zealand 
stations, as their closing down time 
corresponds to about half-past nine 
in Queensland.

AGE OF CONCRETE. 


REVOLUTIONARY BUILDING 
- "METHODS. 


. MAY HERALD NEW CIVILISATION 


Professor ©. H. Reilly writes in 
“John O' London's Weckly”:— 

We all get our best ideas of the 
civilisations of the pnst from the 
buildings they have left to us. 
From them we can judge not only 
the general standard of life, but 
the outlook and ambitions of the 
peoples, ‘The ancient Egyptian 
view of the relative value of: this 
Hfe and the next is made clear to 
us at once directly we sce the ever- 
lasting way in which they built 
thelr tombs and their pyramids. 
We gather better ‘the grandeur of, 
the Roman Empire from’ some 
mighty fragment of a concrete 
vault far out in the desert than by 
any description of Pliny or Vitru- 
vius, Does the change, then, which: 
is coming ' over building methods 
indicate a change in our civilisa- 
tion? Will the new concrete atruc- 
tures tell Macaulay's New Zealander 
when he rediscovers them some- 
thing which we Ilving in the wood 
cannot see for the trees? I think 


‘they will, but let’ us first explain 


what these changes are. 


As the Romans Did. 
The last fifty years. might well be 
called the Portland Cement Age, 


‘}though that material was discover- 


ed more ‘than one hundred years 
agp by a Leeds engineer. Portland 
cement has'done for us what Roman 
It has 
made possible a new form of con- 
For the Romans, the 
cement they made of: lime and a 
clayey substance, ‘called pozzuolana, 
enabled them-to vault over great 
halla ‘as big as our cathedrals ‘in 
solid concrete, sometimes twenty 
feet thick. The remains of these 
vaults to-day, are the most impres- 
sive things in Rome. One, indeed, 
stands complete, 


than that of St, Paul’s Cathedral, 
and of far greater thickness. 

It was the quick-setting property 
of thelr cement which made it pos- 
sible for the Romans to build: these 
vast ‘vaults of loose sand, broken 
brick, and stone, all held together 
by coment, for that is all concrete 
is. When. in the decline of the 
Empire the art of making this 
was lost, these great 
vaults. could no longer be built. 
For seven centuries men searched 
about to find a substitute for them, 
as strong and fireproof as they 
were, and finally they hit on . the 
ribbed Gothic vault made up of 
small stones set in ordinary Hime 
mortar. Concrete construction was 
Jost to the world, and Gothic con- 
struction took its place. One has 
therefore only to think of the differ- 
ence between the Greek marble post 
and lintel method of building and 
the great Roman concrete vaulted 
buildings which followed it, and the 
difference again between the heavy 
Roman vaults and the spidery 
Gothic ones, to see that the inven- 
tion of concrete by the Romans 
marked, one revolution in building 
and the loas of it another. 


When Fashion Rules. 

Such revolutions always corres- 
ponded to changes in the methods of 
life and thought, The Greek build- 
{ngs and the Gothic buildings at 
their best were both the work of 


the dome of the | 
‘]Pantheon—a dome .of' greater span 


‘now lined 


highly-skilled ‘miasons "and followed 
definite idedla of perfection. The 
Roman buildings, on the other hand, 
were, the work of unskilled men, 
perhaps soldiers in their winter 
quarters, pouring the broken ‘stone, 
brick, sand, and cement into wooden 
frames directed by engineers, and 
aiming more’ at magnificence than 
anything else. 

The discovery of Portland cement 
in the ninoteenth century once again 
made, possible ‘a atrong concrete 
which’ would span from wall to wall 
‘In vaults or from girder to girder. 
But the nineteenth century was not 
an age of great originality in build- 
ing methods, and. except in the 
Catholic Cathedral at Westminster, 
where the great domes are in con- 
erete, no grent vaults were. erected 
In solid mass conerete ‘aos | the 
Romans used. The method was. 
thing, the steel being 80 placed. in 
the concrete that ft would resist 
any pulling force. (which the con- 
crete from [ts nature could not do) 
and the conerete so placed as to take 
any, compressing force, which ‘it is 
well able to sustain, ° : 

Till this ‘happencd the steel 
girders and uprights did all the 
work, the concrete used being a 
mere covering. After the invention, 
however, the steel was reduced to 
thin reds suffictent to take the 
tension and placed in the posi- 
tion where the tension would 
come,” In this way the great 
invention of the Portland Cement 
Age > came - about, and was 
gradually given.the name of ferro- 
concrete. It meant, indeed, a new 
material’ which combined in itself 
all the chief functions and possi- 
bilities of both concrete and ateel. 
Imagine a new kind of stone, but 
with the “toughness of steel, and 
obviously a new kind of ar- 
chitecture is called: for. It: is 
this architecture, more prominent 
on the Continent so far than it is 
with us,’ which. may cause,’ and 
probably will in the end, as great a 
revolution in ‘building as did Roman 
concrete eighteen centuries ago. 


Furniture in Cement? 


The main characteristics of this 
new architecture, 
wherever the: new material is used 
for its special qualities and not in 
imitation of a stone architecture, 
are the thinness of the supports and 
the length of the span possible from 
support to support. Ferro-concrete 
is really more like tough wood than 
‘atone,’ Already we: lay a coating of 
it on our new ronda and. make our 
larger drain-pipes of it. In build- 
ings, great overhang of features is 
possible, such as balconies without 
apparent support. Indeed, most of 
the construction work that is usunl- 
ly done in wood can. be better done 
in it and without fear of decay. 
The new roof of Rheims. Cathedral 
and the roof of- the new Cathedral 
at Liverpool’ are both in it, The 
beetle which in the end destroys 
most wooden . roofs has no power 
against it, We all -know how it is 
used in bridges, and the light 
elegant forms it there leads to. The 
Seine between Rouen and:Parla is 
crossed by. many such’ structures, 
Most of our English railways are 
with wire 
which ‘the posts are made of it. 
Abrond one sees tall lattice signal 


fand telegraph posts so constructed, 


and consequently’ requiring no 


which is arising | 


fences, in. 


The' world Is said to be threaten: 
ed to-day. with a shortage of 
timber. If \go, here is the remedy 
and a universal one, for almost 
every ‘place can provide the in- 
gredients, The buildings. of .the 
future constructed in it will not be 
of the heavy monumental character 
bricks and stone, imply. The new 
architecture will be more akin to 
Gothic than to -Classic, but with 
angular forms rather than curved 
ones, for the moulds of the Intter 
are difficult to make, Still, that 
may be. overcome in time, for 
recently in Chicago a great group 
of sculpture has been’ made in con- 
crete by using plaster moulds. 
Perhaps it is sufer to say thot it 
will be a plastic architecture rathor, 
than a lithic one, a modelled rather 
than a carved ‘one. But. ‘this 
modelling will not be the sort of 
modelling one does fn clay or wax, 
but rather’the modelling one might 
do in wire, bending it to the re- 
quired shape and then covering the 
resulting figure with clothes. 


Gaunt Outlines. 

There is therefore going to be a 
certain gauntness about the new 
structures, as the ferro-concrete 
churches‘ already built in Parts 
show, but at the samo time there 
will be great airiness’ and light. 
The eye trained to the proportions 
of stone buildings will have to be 
retrained to the new. ones this new 
material implies and makes posai- 
ble. .To begin with, we ’ shall no 
doubt think the buildings ugly.. In 
the end we shall find them possess- 
ed, I fancy, of strange power, rather 
like that of somo of the pictures of 
machinery in the Metropolis film. 
What is the change in our clvilisa- 
tion this will imply? |

No Aid ‘to ‘Disarmament |

BRITISH | VIEW. 


No Advantage In a Parliamentary’ 
Discussion. 


Rugby, Yesterday. - 

Questions were asked in the 
House of Commons regarding the 
disarmament proposals made by 
M. Litvinoff at the Preparatory 
Commission on Disarmament at 
Geneve, 

-Locker-Lampson, Under- 
Beoctaae for Foreign Affairs, 
stated that no notice of the terms 
of the Russian - proposals was 
given before the opening meeting 
of the Preparatory Commission 
and the British delegation, conse- 
quently, left this country without 
instructions on the subject. . 

The work of the Preparatory 
Commission was limited to set- 
‘ting. up’ a Security Committee. 
Therefore, no discussions ‘took 
place on the Russian proposals 
and the question of sending in- 
structions about them to ‘the Bri- 
tish delegates did not arise. 

The Russian proposals did not 
appear to .have been regarded by 
the Preparatory Commission ag a 
practical and helpful contribution 
to the problem of disarmament. 
There would accordingly be. no 
advantage in discussing them in 
the House of Commons. epneision 
Wireless Service.

Washington, Sunday. 

During the past year 1819 
American .. vessels were seized for 
attempting to introduce intoxicat- 
ing quer into the United States, 
of which 196 carricd Hquor, and the 
remainder were without cargo, ac- 
cording to the annual report of Mrs, 
Mabel Willebrandt, ‘assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of the 
Prohibition Division. In the pre- 
vious year 330 American’ veasels 
with contraband liquor , were 
captured. 

The report records that bootleg- 
“gers are continually building better 
and speedier boats, whose opera- 
tions are more efficent and whose 
capture fs more, difficult. 

‘It says that the seizure of 
foreign vessela continued, about 
same:as in previous years. 

The more stringent regulations. of 
the Canadian Government decreased 
Wegw@ operations. from Canadian 
ports. . 

The report mentions. that the 
Supreme Court decision in April as 
regards the legality of the seizure
